There will be a Special VVoter Registration session held on Friday, August 19" from 9:00 a.m. to 8:00
p.m. in the Registrar’s office. This will be the last day to register to vote and change party enrollment
for the September 8™ State primary. Citizens may register to vote at Town Clerk’s Office during regular
business hours; Monday, Wednesday & Thursday 8 a.m. to 5:00 p.m., Tuesday 8 a.m. to 8:00 p.m. , by
mail-in registration or on line at www.sec.state.ma.us. Citizens who will be 18 years of age by Sept. 8"
are eligible to register to vote by Aug. 19™.

Residents who use the Transfer Station, must obtain a new sticker by July 1st. Stickers are available in
the Board of Health Office. Vehicle registration and Enrollment Forms will be required in order to
receive the new stickers. Enrollment forms are available on line at www.hanson-ma.gov.
